DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 10-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Egusa is the 
nearest prior art and teaches the use of peroxide in treating ballast water. However the 
prior art does not teach, nor does it fairly suggest providing peroxide in addition to 
ferrous ion, catalase, and/or iodine such that organisms in the ships ballast water are 
exterminated while maintaining the dissolved oxygen level is maintained at a viable 
level for those organisms.
